MEN ACCEPT THE OEFEE 
MADE BY THE COMPAR" 


Will Get Some Increase in Pay and | 


Guarantee of Seven Hours a Day. 
Many of the Strikers Wil 
Be Taken Back to 

Work. | 


New Orleans, October 12.—The street car 
strike was settled tonight at 6 o’clock by 
the union almost unanimously accepting 
the governor's ultimatum on a secret 
ballot. Negotiations went on until 7 
o’clock this morning, when the executive 


‘board finally decided to submit the mat- 


ter to a general meeting of the union, 
which began at 4 o’clock and ended at 6 
o'clock. 

Tne basis of settlement is that the men 
will go back to work in the morning at 20 
cents and ten hours, with a minimum 
of seven and one-half hours a day, no 
discrimination to be made against any 
of the men under charges, and so many 
to be taken back as are needed for the 
operation of the company’s lines. The 
hitch this morning was on the taking back 
of tne men under charges, but the rail- 
ways company finally conceded this, al- 
lowing the courts to decide the guilf of 
the men. 

Two other companies of militia arrived 
this morning, one from Monroe and an- 
other from ‘Mansfield. A company of cav- 
alry came down from Mansfield and was 
mustered into the state service this morn- 
ing soon after its arrival. It had just been 
organized, and volunteered its services. 

There is widespread rejoicing in the 
city over the settlement of the strike. It 
began Sunday morning two weeks ago 
and has been the most effective tie-up 
ever attempted in this city. Not a single 
passenger has been carried on a car since 
it began, and not a passenger car has got- 
ten more than five blocks. from a barn. 

This mornime the people awoke to find 
in different parts of the city stuffed fig- 
ures hanging to telephones and telegraph 
poles with all sorts of inscriptions on 
them. Some represented the governor, 
some the mayor, and tnere were many 
representing officials of the railways com- 
pany. 

The credit for settlement is largely due 
to W. S. Parkerson, who took up the 
cause of the strikers yesterday morning 
and labored indefatigably all night and 
all day convincing them that they could 
hope for nothing better and that they 
could not prevai] against tne militia mass- 
ed here, 

United States Senator Foster, Governor 
Heard and Mayor Capdevielle were all 
instrumental in some degree in bringing 
about the final result. 


WANTS COMMITTEE REDUCED.

Secretary Root Returns to Washing- 
ton—Denies That He Conveyed 
Message from the Presi- 
dent to Morgan—Claim 
of Operators. 


Washington, October 12.—Senator 
Quay, of Pennsylvania, saw the presi- 
dent for an hour today and at the close 
of the conference the statement was 
made that there was nothing to say. 

Of course, it was Known that the sen- 
ator came to discuss the strike situation, 
but what information he ‘conveyed, or 
what suggestions he receivéd, cannot be 
Stated. The senator departed imme- 
diately after the conference for Phila- 
delphia. 

Little information as to the strike 
situation could be obtained in Wash- 
ington today. It is understood that the 
operators are glad to have their side 
of the case laid before the president, 
gnd especially the work they are doing 
to supply coal. It is said that they have 
divided the country into districts and 
will attempt to equalize the supply so 
that no community will suffer: also that 
the railroads will make special arrange- 
ments to handle soft coal so as to supply 
all who can make use of it in place of the 
anthracite. 

Root Denies the Story. 

Secretary Root, who returned to Wash- 
ington iast night, refused to discuss the 
interview with J. Pierpont Morgan yes- 
terday, further than to. say that he did 
not carry a message from the president 
to Mr. Morgan and did not telegraph 
the presfaent from New York yesterday, 
as has been stated. 

Secretary Root spent some time at the 
temporary white house tonight in con- 
sultation with the president regarding 
the coal strike. Nothing could be ascer- 
tained as to what took place, the secre- 
tary declining to say anything about his 
visit and the officials at the white house 
being equally reticent. “Earlier in the 
€évening the president received Professor 


(J. W. Jenks, of Cornell university, who

Claim of the Operators. 

Scranton, Pa., October 12.—This is the 
beginning of a week which itj;is gener- 
ally believed will put to a test the claim 
of the operators that they will be ena- 
bled to start up their collieries if given 
protection and fhe counter claim of the 
United. Mine Workers’ organization, as 
expresseG in Wednesday's resolutions, 
that the strikers will not return to work 
without comecessions, even though the 
entire’ military of the United States 
should be sent here to protect them. 

With a determination to prove their 
claim, the operators have been during 
the past week making a supreme effort 
to secure men. That they have suc- 
ceeded to some extent is evidenced by an- 
nouncements, made with some positive- 
ness, that various collieries will resume 
operations in the course of a few days. 
The Delaware and Hudson Company will 
make a start tomorrow morning at the 
Bellevue. The Green Ridge Coal Com- 
pany will open up its Green Ridge co}- 
liery, probably tomorrow or the next 
day, but assuredly some day this week. 
Other companies say they are figuring 
on a resumption at certain collieries, but 
dectine to state the location. Claim is 
also made on the operators’ side that 
the forces at collieries already working 
are to be largely increased during the 
week. 

The union mine workers’ leaders con- 
tinue to assert the military can do noth- 
ing towards inducing the men to return 
to work, that all the men who could be 
induced to go back to work without con- 
cessions are already back. 

Strike disorder is now almost wholly 
wanting. During the past two days the 
soldiers have had nothing to do further 
than their regular patrol duty, not a 
single call having come to any of the 
three regiments in this county to deal 
with disorder or threatened disorder. 


NOT CONNECTED WITH STRIKE. 


Man Killed by French Gendarmes 
Was Not a Striker. 

Paris, October 12.—It now appears that 
only one man was killed during the en- 
counter at the Terre Noire coal field Ov- 
teber 10 by the strikers and gendarmes, 
and tnat the victim was not connected 
with the strike. Nevertheless, the miners’ 
committee has issued a manifests de- 
nouncing the killing of this man as mur- 
der, and attacking the government for 
utilizing gendarmes and soldiers against 
the st-ik-rs.

EXTRA EFFORT 
WILL BE MADE 


Mine Operators Will Try and 
Start Up Several Collieries 
This Week. 


SITUATION OF AFFAIRS 
IN WILKESBARRE REGION 


Generai Dolyn Objects To Calling on 
Federal Troops—Says That Gov- 
ernor Stone Should Recruit 
the State Force if 


Necessary. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 12—Nothing 
that is new developed in the strike situa- 
tion here today. Not one soldier was sent 
out from the camp located in this city. 
There are rumors in circulation that an 
extraordinary effort will be made this 
week to start the collieries, but no infor- 
mation to this effect can be learned from 
the company’s officials here. An order 
to make extra effort to resume operation 
must first emanate from New York, and 
the superintendents will then try to car- 
ry it out. The strikers and citizens gen- 
erally are not expecting anything to de- 
velop in the strike affected territory, but 
are eagerly following events in New York 
and Washington. There is a feeling which 
is becoming quite general, that some de- 
velopment in the direction of a settie- 
ment is near at hand. 

Tonight it looks as though there will be 
very little or no increase in the produc- 
tion of coal during the next week. The 
miners are as firm today in their declara- 
tions not to return to work until they get 
some consession as they have been here- 
tofore.. The appeal issued yesterday by 
the American Federation of Labor was 
received with considerable satisfaction by 
the strikers, but there was considerable 
discussion over the passage of the appeal 
which assetted that the miners were wil- 
ling to leave their case in the hands of 
J, Pierpont Morgan. When Mr. Mitchell's 
attention was called to it last night, he 
said it was an error. Today he refused 
to discuss it. It is evident there is some 
mistake, and that he does not care to call 
attention to it by discussing the matter. 

The talk of calling on the federal gov- 
ernment for troops to assist the state mi- 
litia is still heard. From. conversations 
with superintendents and military officers, 
the calling on the national authorities is 
a remote possibility. National guard of- 
ficers do not take kindly to the suggestion 
and say the state guard should be tried 
out first before thinking about national 
soldiers. Brigadier General Dolyn does 
not take much stock in the proposition. 
If it were found that the Pennsylvania 
guard was not sufficient in numbers to 
control the situation, he says he would 
favor recruiting the state force up to 
twice its size. or to the number required 
to meet the situation, just as was done 
during the Spanish-American war. He 
says the governor, under the laws, can 
do it and if the governor came to him for 
his advice that is what he would suggest. 

Tomorrow two detachments of all the 
regiments in the Lackewanna and Wyo- 
ming valleys will be sent out on patrol 
duty. They will escort all workmen to 
the collieries who want protection.

RECENT RISE OF WATER 
ENABLES BOATS TO RUN 


@hree Million More Bushels of Coal 
To Be Started as Soon as the 
Fleet of Barges Can Be 
Loaded at FPitts- 
burg. 


Pittsburg, October 12—The southern 
coal famine, caused by the coal boats 
being tied up by low water, is about to 
be relieved. The heavy rain of Saturday 
caused the Ohio river to rise to a stage 
of 81-2 feet, or sufficient tg allow the 
boats to move. Tomorrow morning 
twenty steamers, pushing 240 coal barges, 
containing 8,(00,000 bushels of coal, will 
leave for the south. There is every in- 
dication cf a continued rise in the river, 
in which case an additional 3,000,000 
Dushels will go south. 


SHOULD GUARD FRONTIERS. 
Daneff Says Situation in Macedonia 
Is Very Bad. 
Constantinople, October 12.—Consular 
and officiaY news, while declaring ‘the re- 
ports of the, Macedonian committee to 
be greatly ‘exaggerated, confirm’ the 
statements of desperate encounters in 
the district of Djumabala and. Detvitch, 
where many were killed, wounded or 

taken prisoners. 

The porte has seriously called the at- 
tention of Bulgaria to the fact that the 
revolutionists are crossing the frontier. 

London, October 13.—The . correspond- 
ent at Sofia of The Daily Mail has had 
an interview with M. Daneff, premier of 
Bulgaria, on the Macedonian situation. 
In a dispatch to The Daily Mail the cor- 
respondent says M. Daneff declared the 
situation in Macedonia to be undoubted- 
ly bad, but that the reports of regular- 
ly organized insurrection were greatly 
exaggerated. He admitted that the Bul- 
garians were very much excited and that 
the Macedonian committee wields a 
great influence. Consequently, said the 
premier, the porte’s government in Mace- 
donia guaranteed by the Berlin congress 
should be carried out. “But,” M. Daneff 
said, ‘“‘apart from that, Bulgaria’s duty 
is simply to guard her frontiers.” 

When asked what would happen should 
Turkey demand the repression of Mace- 
fonian committees in Bulgaria, M. 
Daneff answered rather evasively, ‘‘Bul- 
garia will fulfill her duty both exter- 
nally and internally, without allowing 
herself to be intimidated either by ele- 
ments within her borders or by threats 
from without.” , 


RELIEVED OF HIS FUNCTIONS. 


Cheville, Who Prosecuted Dreyfus, 
Dropped fromthe List. 
Lemans, France, October 12.—M. 
D’Ormes Cheville, government commis- 
sioner on the council of war for the 
Fourth army coprs, has been relieved of 

his functions. 

M. D’Ormes Cheville was prosecuting 
counsel at the first courtmartial of for- 
mer Captain Dreyfus. He also conduct- 
ed the prosecution against a_ soldier 
named Voisin several years ago, who 
was charged with murdering and robbing 
@ woman at Cherbotirg. Voisin was con- 
jemned to penal servitude for life and 
was transported to Cayenne. The real 
murderer of the woman for killing whom 
Voisin was sentenced confessed recently 
and Voisin was brought back to.

HAS INFLUENCE IN EUROPE. 


American Arbitration as Shown at 
The Hague Court. 

Paris, October 12.—Judge William L. 
Penfield, of the United States state de- 
partment; Archbishop Riordan, of San 
Francisco, and others who were present 
at The Hague during the recent sessions 
of the international court of arbitration 
which heard the arguments fn the Pius 
fund case between the United States 
and Mexico, have arrived here. 

Judge Penfield says the court's de- 
cision in the matter may be rendered 
during the week. He said: 

“Although the decision of the court is 
still doubtful, I feel confident of 
a favorable result. The court 
practically narrowed the ‘issue to 
a question of res adjudicata, and 
inquiries made by members of the 
court indicated a tendency favorable to 
our position in this case. If this assump- 
tion proves correct, it is then only a 
question, of figures to ascertain the 
amount due, and which is something 
over a million dollars. 

“The court commented on the thor- 
oughness of the American presentation 
of the case. The United States furnished 
practically the entire evidence, tran- 
scripts, etc. Mexico furnished practical- 
ly nothing, not even copies of the Mex- 
ican archives in her exclusive control, 
and which were required under. the 
protocol. As a result of these facts the 
American record was all the court had, 
and Mexico relied upon a generalized 
argument.’’ 

Commenting on the broad international 
aspects of The Hague organization, 
Judge Penfield said: 

“The Hague tribunal is accomplish- 
ing important results for America. Ar- 
bitration is not taken as seriously in 
Europe as it is in the United States. 
We observed an undercurrent of cyni- 
cism respecting arbitration, which is re- 
garded as sentimental and ideal. The 
American idea of treating international 
arbitration seriously is beginning to ex- 
ert its influence; it promises to over- 
come European prejudice and to lead 
to a general acceptance of this principle. 
An important influence of The Hague 
tribunal is that it is acquainting Europe 
with real Americanism. In Europe they 
are slow to understand our idea of the 
equality of man; the individual counts 
for little here. The ¢nternational arbi- 
tration court gives us our first opportu- 
nity of presenting to the publicists and 
jurists of the old world our ‘exalted 
ideals concerning ihe rights of the peo- 
ple and that the: function of goverament 
is the protection of the individual. The 
Hague tribunal is thus performing the 
important mission of extending . the lib- 
eral spirit of American institutions.” 
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DEFEAT OF BEVOLUTIONISTS. 


Colombian Government Forces Gain 


Victory at La Cienaga. 

Colon, . Colombia, October 12.—Persons 
who arrived here from Cartagena yester- 
day say that forces of the government 
have defeated the revolutiogjsts at La 
Cienaga. There is no further news of the 
situation at Santa Marta. It is reported 
also that the government has driven the 
revolutionary general. Uribe-Uribe from 
the strategic position he held near Tene- 
riffe ‘on ‘the Mardalena river. General 
Uribe-Uribe is said to have been com- 
pelled to retreat with all his. forces to- 
ward the interior of, the country. The 
Magdalena river is now reported to be 
again open to traffic. 

General Julio E. Cordovez, of the gov- 
ernment, arrived here yesterday from 
Bogota, by way of Barranquilla. He 
came through with troops and gives the 
following account of conditions on thé 
Magdalena river: 

‘We left Bogota September 24 and ar- 
ri¥ed' at Honda the 27th and met there 
the forces under General. Perdomo. We 
advanced by land to Magague, where we 
were informed that the revolutionary 
General Uribe-Uribe, with 500 men and 
two cannon, was strongly intrenched at 
Teneriffe, and that he was preventing 
steamboats from traveling up or down 
the river. When we reached San Juan, 
however, we received information. of 
General Uribe-Uribe’s flight toward the 
mountains. He is accompanied by a 
rebel named Munoz, whom I consider 
more of a highwayman than anything 
else. He is the same man who recently 
robbed an American citizen named Pon- 
tier, who was on his way up to Bogota. 
We urrived at Barranquilla October 2. 

“General Marjarres has defeated the 
rebel forces under Castillo, at La Cien- 
aga. Castillo also fled to the mountains, 
where the scarceness of food probably 
will compel him to surrender. 

‘General Fernandez, minister of war, 
has asked éach department of Colombia 
to contribute 2,000 men for the purpose 
of ‘pacifying the isthmus. The interior 
of the republic is entirely pacified. The 
people there are at work and they are 
protected by the guarantee offered by 
President Marroquin in his decree of 
amnesty.”

Admiral Bowles points: out that the 
policy of congress for some years past has 
been against the construction of new ves- 
sels in the navy yards, and as a nesu!t 
the development and inaproyement of the 
yards in matters such.ias. quay walls. 
slfps, location of buildings, etc., have not 
been  gencrally directed }toward efficient 
arrangement for ship building. The ad- 
miral is of opinion ‘that “it should’ be the 
policy of the navy départment to so 
arrange the navy yard’s, plants that they 
will be efficient for ship building, which 
is in reality, he says, one of the most 
important functions they may be required 
to perform. 

An interesting portion of the report is 
that in regard: to the, work of the ex- 
perimental model basin, in which minia- 
ture war ships are tried, and it is stated 
that the basin has proven of great value 
to the corstruction bureau. 

A number of' experiments have been 
made in the basin during the past year, 
to determine the most desirable forms for 
the new battjJe ships and armored cruisers. 
It is wholly to the basin facilities that 
the bureau has teen enabled to arrive at 
the very satisfactory -fes®lts that the 
new armcred cruisers‘of the Tennessee 
class, displacing 14,500 ‘ton8, may he ex- 
pected to make a speed of 22 knots with 
actually somewhat less power than the 
preceting lot of armored cruisers of the 
Pennsylvania class, ot the same speed, 
which displaced 13,690 tons. Similarly, 
the two new 16,000-ton ‘battle ships of the 
gConnecticut class’ will drive appreciably 
easier st 18 knots than the precéding 
battle ships of 14,948 tons. Thus an in- 
crease of 7 per cent in size in the case 
of the battle ships and over 6 per cent 
in size in the case of the armored cruts- 
ers has bean accompanied with an actual 
reduction of horse-power necessary to 
drive them at ata siven speed in each cage.

THEY HAD BEEN WARNED 
NOT TO ENTER THE PLACE 


Regiment of Infantry Called Into 
Service To Aid the Police and 
Gendarmes in Carrying Out 
Mayor’s Order—Many 
Arrests Made.

Vienna, October 12.—Serious election 
riots occurred this afternoon at Saint 
Poelten, 35 miles from here, after a meet- 
ing of the supporters of the Christian- 
socialist cand‘date for election tothe 
provisional diet. Several train loads of 
anti-Semites; under the leadership of 
Herr Leieger, burgomaster of Vienna, left 
here to aitend the meeting. Herr Fer- 
mar, burg¢mceter-ef Saint Poelten, who 
is a nationalist, refused to allow the anti- 
Semites from Vienna to march through 
the center of Saint Poelten, and compelled 
them to take a circuitous route. After 
the meeting the anti-Semites attempted 
to forc: their way through the principal! 
streets of the town, and broke through 
a cordon of police and gendarmes. A 
regiment of infantry was called out and 
restored , order. Many persons were ar- 
rested. : 
Another versicn of the occurrence says 
2,000 anti-Semites were the ogjects of hos-

ARRIVAL OF THE BUFFALO. 


Movements of the Steamer Since Sail- 
ing Last June. 

New York, October 12.—The United 
States steamer Buffalo arrived this 
morning from Manila and ports on the 
Asiatic stations with forty-two officers 
and 568 men. The Buffalo left New 
York June 5 last, with thirty midship- 
men of the class of 1902, 750 men and 800 
tons of stores for the Asiatic fleet. 

At Gibraltar ten midshipmen were 
transferred to vessels of the European 
station. The vessel’ arrived at Cavite 
August 2, where she found Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, with his flag ship, the New 
York, also the Rainbow, the flag ship 
of Rear Admiral Wilder, and several 
vessels of the southern squadron. The 
Buffalo transferred about 40 men to 
thelr vessels and received 20 who had 
served the required two years'in the 
Philippines. She also landed stores for 
the southern squadron and took on 
stores for the northern squadron. Bad 
weather interfered considerably with the 
handling of the men and stores at Ma- 
nila, and as cholera existed there com- 
paratively little communication was per- 
mitted with the shore. 

Thirteen midshipmen were transferred 
to vessels at Cavite and the Buffalo 
sailed on August 9 for Nagasaki, where 
the flagship of Rear Admiral Evans, the 
Kentucky, New Orleans, Helena and 
Vicksburg were found. The Buffalo made 
exchanges of men and supplied stores, 
She also transferred five midshipmen and 
received a number of officers who had 
been ordered home. As much cholera 
existed at Nagasaki, the steamer re- 
mained under voluntary quarantine. On 
August 15 the Buffalo sailed for Wu 
Sung, China, where she found the Monte- 
rey, Wilmiéggton and the collier Saturn. 
Then she continued the exchange of men, 
transferred the last two of the midship- 
men, delivered stores, coaled ship and 
received officers for home. She left Wu 
Sung August 2 for Hong Kong, found

The Rights of the South Georgians. 
We print this morning a letter from 


a gentleman whom we designate “A 
South Georgian,” because he has large 
interests and influence in that section 
where he lives. For personal reasons 
he addressed a private letter to the 
editor of The Constitution, but we use 
its contents because it is representa- 
tive of many others that have reached 
this office in past weeks. | 

The statements made in the letter 
are true and cogently present the case 
for the people of south Georgia. That 
they are as much entitled to share in 
the benefits of the new fast mail ser- 
vice as any of the people on the im- 
mediate route is indisputable. As our 
_ correspondent suggests, if the service 
had been established only to benefit 
the people of New York and New Or- 
leans it might as well go through from 
one to the other in bulk and in locked 
and sealed cars. But it was intended 
to be a trunk line service radiating 
from all convenient distributive points 
and ramifying the whole south with 
expedited correspondence. 

Whenever there is a failure to make 
correspondingly quick connections 
with this service the intentions of 
congress will fail and the résponsibil- 
ity will rest, in the case between At- 
lanta and south Georgia at least. with 
the company that is getting this large 
and almost gratuitous appropriation 
from the government. 

Since the recent experiences the 
people have had with the arrogant 
stubbornness of the coal road barons 
they are getting restless over the au- 
tocratic treatment dealt out to them 
by railway managers. It will not be 
business wisdom or good pelicy in any 
sense for the Central or Southern rail- 
ways to add to this feeling of resent- 
ment by repeating in this case of the 
fast mails the conduct of President 
Baer and his allies of the coal roads 
in Pennsylvania. 

It may seem within their power and 
rights for the railway managers to ig- 
nore the petitions and rights of the 
people of south Georgia, but there will 
come a day when the petitioning will 
be on the railway company’s side of 
the case. This fast mail subsidy does 
not stand in congress on so sure a 
footing as to defy a combined attack 
from the representatives of those dis- 
tricts in Georgia and the south gen- 
erally that do not lie immediately 
along the route of the limited mail 
trains. } 

The Constitution can easily afford 
to bear an accusation of selfish inter- 
est in this matter so long as it knows 
it is pleading the just cause of two 
millions of people and is backed by 
their favor while it fights for their 
rights. And it is prepared to contend 
to the last extremity for that justice 
which will give to south Georgia and 
southeast Alabama the benefits of an 
early mail train out of Atlanta that 
wil] reach those sections before even- 
ing rather than the next day or later. 


Smokeless Fuel. 

In progressive manufacturing com- 
munities where soft coal is burned, 
such as Atlanta, the problem of elim- 
inating coal smoke and grime is an 
important one. In this respect Amer 
ican cities are behind those of Europe, 
as the observing tourist will attest, 
Berlin, for example, has many manvn- 
factories, but, notwithstanding, is a 
remarkably clean city with a smoke- 
léss atmosphere. The reason is that 


| the Berlin municipal authorities en- | 


in that city, has recently made a re- 
port that should be read and regard- 
ed by American municipal authorities 
ani manufacturers. Berlin is sup- 


plied with an especially smoky article - 


of bituminous coal. The secret of ite 
comparatively smokeless consumption 
lies in the use of prepared fuel; but 
even in the raw state it is said that 
smoke is reduced to a minimum by 
the employment of stokers who know 
how to properly feed a furnace. In 
America little or no attention is paid 
to such precautionary methods. In 
Berlin the sale of briquettes made 
from lignite, slack, peat and other in- 
ferior material has grown in a few 
years from a few thousand to a mil- 
lion and a half tons per annum. The 
briquettes are cheaper than coal and 
more satisfactory for domestic use. 
As to the Berlin method of doing away 
with smoke and actually increasing 
the fuel value of coal at the same 
time, we quote from Consul Mason’s 
interesting report: 

Coke making in retort ovens, by which 
every element is saved and bituminous 
coal converted into smokeless coke and 
gas, is another important factor in Ger- 
man fuel economy and abatement of the 
Smoke nuisance. If American munict- 
palities beyond the economic range of 
anthracite are ever emancipated from 
their present vassalage to the smoke in- 
cubus it will be through the enforced 
use of one or more of three forms of 
prepared fuel, viz., coke and fuel gas 
made in closed ovens from bituminous 
coal and briquettes made from lignite, 
beat and other inferior materials by 
processes which have been invented, 
tested and proved to be efficient by the 
older and more economical countries of 
Europe. 


This experience should commend it- 
self to the careful study of American 
cities,

Small Business for Uncle Sam. 

The great anthracite coal famine 
has given the American public some 
startling revelations, political, eco- 
nomic, social and otherwise, but of all 
its phases the attitude in which it has 
placed the government of the United 
States, in more than one respect, is 
the most curious, not to say humil- 
iating. Just now we have no refer- 
ence to the seeming impotence of Un- 
cle Sam in calling “time” on the coal 
strike in the interest of suffering hu- 
manity. There is shame enough in 
that, but more shame in a role he has 
been compelled to assume by reason 
of the tariff against foreign coal. Un- 
der existing circumstances, witao coal 
being dispensed to the poor of many 
cities as an imperative charity, the 
government is put in the attitude of 
an oppressor of poverty, along with 
Divine Vicegerent Baer and the other 
coal barons. : 

While the generous people of the 
land, who are happily removed from 
the most cruel personal effects of the 
coal famine, are contributing to chdari- 
table coal funds, the United States, 
for the ostensible protection of a mo- 
nopoly now recognized as the deadli- 
est of its hydra breed, steps in’ and 
demands tribute of charity! On every 
ton of coal bought abroad ‘for Amer- 
ican poor in this dire emergency, the 
Dingley tariff exacts 15 per cent of its 
cost. With the present selling price 
of foreign coal, this means 67 cents to 
the ton. Tens of thousands of tons of 
coal will be imported for the benefit 
of destitute sufferers, and tens of 
thousands of dollars will be collected 
by the customs officers of the gov- 
ernment before, this commodity of re- 
lief can be unloaded into American 
bunkers for free distribution or sale 
at bare cost. 


Nothing could so palpably show the |. 


pernicious uses of the protective prin- 
ciple, and no object lesson could do 
more to make a tariff for plunder 
odious. The American people are 
being treated to ‘a good many strik- 
ing republican object lessons these 
times.

To do so in the 
midst of the well nigh universal suf- 
fering that the prolongation of the 
anthracite strike will,entail would be 
a Belshazzarian feast in the gaunt 
face of public famine, and it is safe 
to predict that if the strike continues 
the naval maneuvers are off. 

When congress convenes this win- 
ter the republican majority in that 
body ought to regard the import du- 
ties. collected on foreign coal as sort 
of a conscience fund and turn over 
the revenue thus realized to some na- 
tional coal charity, or have it judi- 
ciously distributed among coal famine 
sufferers. 

Of course, with Hanna threatening 
to leave the party if the unholy hand 
of revision is laid upon the sacred 
tariff, it is not for a moment to be 
supposed that the republican major- 
ity in congress would extend political 
charity to the point of removing the 
auty on foreign coal.

stagnation and starvation! 

All this should be very interesting 
to the 90 per cent of the peo 
ple of the union who are in 
nowise dependent for work and 
wages on the protected manufactures 
of.the nation. That 90 per cent are 
consumers who produce none of the 
things they eat, or wear, or use in 
daily life, except the farmers, who pro- 
duce breadstuffs and raw materials of 
other sorts. So it has this complexion 
at last that for the benefit of the 10 
per cent who own and fwbor in pro- 
tected industries all the remainder of 
the people must be made the victims of 
tariff robberies and trust monopolies. 

It is the realization of this central 
fact in the tariff system that is stir- 
ring the common people to indignation 
and putting in jeopardy the further 
supremacy of the republican party. 
When the public shall have been fully 
educated on this line, when the trust 
industries shall have been fully an- 
alyzed, their power from the tariff ex- 
posed and the small proportion of 
wage earners employed by them com- 
pared with the vast army of those 
who are consumers, then will come an 
avalanche of ballots in all parts of the 
union to bury the iniquitous republic- 
an system and its promoters in ruin.

Exiter Constitution: I note in the press with 
much interest that certain people of Georgia 
are making worthy efforts to honor General 
James Edward Oglethorpe with the erection of 
& monument to his memory. This noble work 

is commendable within itself. ‘ 
One hundred and sixty-eight years ago, when 
General Ogiethorpe first settled the colony of 
Georgia, he encouraged and introduced ‘“‘siik 
raising,”” which was (their very existence and 
support. Perhaps the upbuilding of the pres- 
ent great state of Georgia ig due to the fact 
that “silk culture,” advocated by General 
Oglethorpe, was their main eceupation and 


income. 

The press has giv 
attention to my recent work to encou 
people of Georgia and throughout the south is 
revive and reintroduce the raising of silk, ow- 
ing to the fact that since my actual opera- 
tions in the introducticn of silk raising in this 
vicinity I am the recipient of a great number 
of letters from people -hroughout the state and 
sister states with the general inquiry, “How 
should “hey enter slik raising’’ vo that they 
could. improve their present conditions and 
circumstances. 

A good many of the letters have little tales 
behind telling me that they are widows, and 
some are in ill health or otirer imperfect sur- 
rounJings which prevents them from earning 
an honest living. Ase silk raising is 4 simple 
and light ‘ndustry lasting only six weeks, 
but for the fact that most of the people are 
ignorant of the art how to produce and enter 
the silk-raising business, which can.be very 
successfully done in this state, it would 
afford an income to many and improve their 
surroundings. Silk raising in Georgia woud 
diversify. the products of the farm. 

I beg to offer the following suggestion to 
the people of our state, especially to the more 
prosperous people who have the state at heart 
and can assist those who are not so fortunats 
as to be in better circumstances, especially 
those people living in'the rural districts ‘mn our 
great state, who néed’ come simple occupation, 
widows, orphans and evén old nen who Are 
too feeble to do any ordinary or field work 
can be assisted to enter silk raising, and 
while I gladly answer all letters and give all 
the information that is at my command, as it 
is for this purpose partly that I have located 
rere to demonstrate the art of silk raising to 
the people of Georgia. 

In the southern states silk raising can be 
introduced and made paying. I therefore ap- 
peal to the people of Georgia -n their own 
behalf to form an organization to be known 
as ‘‘the Silk Culture League of Georgia,’’ the 
purpose to be, first, to collect and acquire all 
proper information based on scientific methods, 
as to the production and raising of silk; second, 
through this silk culture league, by means of 
its numberless members, that it should have 
throughout the state, to diffuse and encourage 
the knowledge and ari in the introduction of 
silk raising in our state. 

I have already related this question to sev- 
eral prominent Georgians who have the inter- 
est of the farming people of our state at heart, 
as well as the agricultural department of the 
state, ard their hearty coxperation has been 
orsured to me, hence I will be giad to hear 
more from Georgians on the subject and such 
suggestions with their cooperation that will 
help me to organize this propoeed ‘Silk Culture 
League of Georgia.’’ 

Such en organization to revive ‘‘silk culture’’ 
in Georgia, which was the cream of General 
Oglethorpe, would be a second monument to 
the general’s memory.

Editor Constitution: In the stormy pertod 
in British history when the reform bill was 
under discussion, it was néarly three-quarters 
of a century ago, the need for a new formation 
was apparent to all who looked below the 
surface, but the conservative failed, as usual, 
to recognize the pressing need and there was 
threat of civil war and revolution; so King 
William reluctantly yielded to the threats of 
his ministers and the bill passed the house of 
lords and became opefative. By this action 
the infamous press-gang and other equally in- 
famove laws were abolished. Kut the main 
contention was over the duty levied against 
imports of foodstuffs; it wds vehemently urged 
that the land owner would suffer if people wore 
permitted to trade with their neighbors witn- 
out the restriction of a duty upon grain! 

So we recognize that in our own time the 
same battle is being fought, and the same 
result will be repeated, free trade will resul* 
and monopoly will find its Waterloo. Suppose 
Mr. Roosevelt had the power, and his friends 
had the courage, to proclaim to the contending 
parties to the coal strike: ‘‘Unilees this matter 
is settled within forty-eight tours the duty 
upon foreign coal will be ed and im- 
portation of coal will supply public need.”’

Whatever be the result in the mattér of 
tariff revision, the tendency must be to weaken 
the contention of the advocate of the protective 
policy and to strengthen the position of that 
little band of political economists who de- 
mand not tariff reform, but tariff extinction! 

It may. come through the effort of a demo- 
cratic party chastened and made wise by long 
trial, or it may be brought about by that mi- 
nority which exists among the republicans 
which sees the danger and knows there is but 
one place of safety, which will call upon 
men to flee from the wrath to come and which 
is very near to our door. Certain it is that 
no half way measure will serve. The reform 
will be so far-reaching and widespread it wil 
engage the services of men of both 
as well ag men of no party, and these will 
bring it to a corsummatior and the world will 
look on and in time will give its approval.

With the Sixteenth United States infan- 
try at Fort McPherson on the one side 
gnd the details from the Seventh United 
States cavalry and a platoon of the fa- 
mous Grimes’ battery on the hill over- 
jooking the race track of the great South- 
ern Interstate fair at Piedmont park on 
the other the people in the capitol city 
pay fer] absolutely secure under the effi- 
cient guardianship of Uncle Sam's pres- 
ent picket line. 

The men of the gallant Seventh and the 
noted Grimes’ battery arrived early yes- 
terday morning and were side-tracked out 
toward Piedmont park, to which place 
they proceeded with all the accoutrements 
gnd impedimenta of real war. 

The fact that this morning there are 
placed in racks the short Krag carbines 
of the mounted arm of the service is 
significant. 

While the thirty-eight Colt revolvers 
and the side arms play an important and 
picturesque part in the drills of these fa- 
‘mous rough riders, the carbines belong 
exclusively to real service in the field. 
Their presence in Atlanta could not help 
but bring to mind the overtures made to 
President Roosevelt for federal protec- 
tion in the coal fields of the strikers. 

At any rate, the detail of the Seventh, 
Captain Anderson commanding, is ready 
to take the field at a moment's notice. 

Soldiers Arrived: Early. 

Certainly, one of the most interesting 
exhibits yet given at the fair grounds 
was that of the attack upon Piedmont 
park by the men of the Seventh and 
Grimes’ battery. There was no powder 
exploded, but there was fairly a raid 
upon the restaurant by the hungry boys 
in blue. Their arrival so early was en- 
tirely unexpected, and for that reason the

failed to connect with the visitors. The 
mistake happened in this vay. Secretary 
Weldon was notified by wire from Crat- 
tanooga that it would be impossible for 
the soldiers to come here on Sunday 
because of violating the Sunday laws.

With the arriva] of th2 troopers and 
artillery men at the fair grounds, affairs 
immediately. began to take.on a most cos- 
mopolitan appearance. The way the reg- 
ular soldier starts in to do light house- 
keeping is a marvel to the uninitiated. 

There was no fussing with servants, no 
threatening to discharge the butler or 
the hired man. The soldiers were simply 
given a space of ground and it wasn't 
more than a few minutes before the va- 
eant turf in front of the old government 
byilding became the busiest street on 
the fair grounds. First the headquarters 
of the officers, with the gay colors of 
guidons on either side of the entrance, 
sprang up like magic. Then all along the 
company street men were detafled stak- 
ing pegs, stretching guy ropes and the 
matter of building or erecting the city 
in miniature of brown canvas houses 
seemed the work of but a few minutes. 
C. E. Renfroe, of the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company, personally superintended the 
installment of the cooking arrangements 
for the troops and everything was made 
Teady in quick order. 

Once the tents were up, the soldiers 
began to make these temporary barracks 
as comfortable as possible, and in the 
afternoon they were fitted and furnished 
with all of the appointments the regular 
Soldier considers necessary for the light 
housekeeping required by the service. 
You can talk about your boom towns 
of the west and your cities of a night 
that grew up in Oklahoma when that ter- 
Titory was thrown open, but the work 
done. by the men of the cavalry and ar- 
tillery at the fair grounds yesterday made 
the reported efforts of the squatters 
across the Mississippi look like a piece 
of bad money with a hole in it. 

Many Visitors at the Camp. 

There were anv number of visitors to 
the camp in the afternoon, and there 
Was nothing but praise and expressions 
of wonderment on all sides for the tre- 
Mendous amount of work accomplished 
in so short a time. By the time Trumpet- 
er Dufina sounded retreat, to the casual 
Stranger the camp looked as if it might 
have been pitch weeks ago, the ma- 
chinery was running so smoothly.

Other speecnes 
will no doubt be made. The delegates 
will be entertained at an informal lunch-

WILL BE LET TODAY 


Work To Begin on Warden's Resi. | 
dence and Other Buildings, 


AMOUNT INVOLVED IS $70,000 
Architect W. 8. Eames, of St. Louis, 


William 8S. Eames, of the firm of Eames 
& Young, of St. Louts, architects for the 


is in the city and will today let contracts 
for federal prison extension work, 
amounting to $70,000. The work will be 
done by Atlanta contractors. 

The warden’g residence is included in 
this work and the contract will be let to 
J. F. & I. N. Brown. The residence will 
be a feurteen-room brick structure and 
will cost about $20,000. It will be of nand- 
some design and will be fitted out with 
thoroughly modern conventences. 

The Duilding will be located on the site 
formerly occupied by the Powers house, 
on the prison reservation. The work of 
construction is expected to begin at once, 
and it is thowght the residence will be 
fcompleted and ready for occupancy at 
the end of a year. 

The other structures for which con- 
tracts will be awarded today are a barn, 
blacksmith shop, carpenter shop, store 
house and stone cutters’ shed. These con- 
tracts will be let to Goode & Watker. 
They represent $50,000. 

A rock crusher and cooling tower, to 
be operated in connection with the re- 
frigerator plant, are also to be erected, 
and the contracts will be given to outside 
parties. This; together with the other 
work above mentioned, will consume $100,- 
000, the construction fund appropriated 
for the prison for the year ending July, 
1908. Work on all of the buildings and 
structures will begin ag soon as possible, 
and will be pushed rapidly to completion, 

Will Meet Contractors. 

Mr. Eames has requested the contract- 
ors to meet him this morning at the Ara- 
gon hotel, where he is stopping, at which 
time the contracts will be drawn and 
the contractors furnished with a bond form 
to be filled out. The contracts will be for- 
warded to Washington, but the starting 
of the work will not be delayed, as Mr. 
Eames already has the approval of fhe 
attorney general. 

Mr. Eames stated last night that no 
more general contract work will be let, 
as it is the intention of the department 
to furnish the convicts with labor as soon 
as possible. When the various buildings 
are finshed the convicts will then be as- 
signed the duty of crushing rock, cutting 
stone and doing other such jobs. He fur- 
ther states that the cenvicts will be used 
in layimg the foundation for the wall to 
inclose the prison, probably in building 
the entire wall, and also in doing the 
masonry and all other work practicable 
in the construction of the main building. 

Mr. Eames says that he does not know f 
when work on the main. building and 
wall will begin, as it is. the intention to 
get the convicts as much skilled as pos- 
sible in the various lines of labor before 
those structures are started. 

Congress, at its next session, W¥il be 
asked to make an appropriation for the 
prison for next year, but Mr. Eames states 
that the department has not yet decided 
for what purpose this fund will be utli- 
lized. ‘No appropriation for either the 
main building or the wall has yet been 
requested. Mr. Eames arrived in Atlanta 
Saturday from Washington and expects 
to remain until Wednesday or Thursday.

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The revival meetings started off with 
splendid interest at the Jones Avenue 
Baptist church yesterday. Rev. Joe Jones, 
the Baptist evangelist; preached -at both 
services to large congregations. At the 
morning service his subject was, ‘“‘God’s 
Searching Power.” The text was select- 
ed from Psalm cxxxix, 23-24: “Searca me 
O God, and know my heart; try me, and 
know my thoughts: And see if there be 
any wicked way in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting.’”’ He said: 

If you get hit during these revival 
meetings it will. not be my fault, but 
yours. If you are between me and the 
spot I’m trying to shoot at, you are cer- 
tain to get hit. If you are there, it would 
be better for you to change positions. 

There ig something radically wrong 
with the churches nowadays. It takes, 
by acttal. count, eight thousand sermons 
to convert one soul. We are all copyists. 
In the early Christian age the disciples 
ot Christ had power, but now they are 
Mad weak. When We went to school the 
eacher set us a copy and the first line 
we wrote was plain enough to be read, 
but the last line on the page looked like 
& bug had crawled over the page. We 
got away from the copy. So with many 
Christians in this age. We are living too 
far from Christ, who fs our example. I 
was in a meeting in Michigan some time 
ago and stopped with a man who lived in 
the great timber region. He gaid, ‘Broth- 
er Jones, you are now in one of the 
greatest timber regions in the world. We 
cut down the trees "here and get the fogs 
on the banks of the river and wait for a 
rise to float them to market.» On one oc- 
casion we started a very “large lot of 
logs down the river and they got hung 
up at the bend against some sort of ob- 
struction and would not move an inch, so 
we got some dynamite and blew the 
whole thing up. Tt spoiled some of the 
best logs in the lot, but we moved the 
whole thing out.’ God has to tear us up 
sometimes before we get a move on us. 
O God, help the dynamite of the gospel 
to move us to a faithful living and a 
faithful discharge of duty. You want your 
children saved, but it may be that the 
Lord will have to atir some of you up 
mightily - before Salvation comes to your 
house. There are so many things in the 
way. When I was preaching in Texas a 
woman came to me and said, ‘Joe, you 
know me?” I found that she was an old 
Georgia girl and went to schoo! with me 
in childhood. She invited me to her fine 
home. I said, ‘You must be very happy in 
this fine home.’ ‘No, I’m not,’ she said. 
“Why? I said. ‘You are so well fixed up 
you ought to be a happy woman.' Then 
she told me that in that section of the 
country there were many tarrantulas, 
centipedes, stinging lizards and snakes, 
and that any and all of these might be 
foufid in the house and in the beds at al- 
most any time. She said she would rafh- 
er be back on the red clay hills of Geor- 
gia, but her husband made big money out 
of cattle and wanted to live there, So, 
my friends, we have the devil’s tarantu- 
las and centipedes and snakes ‘in our 
midst at all times. We are always in 
danger.. ‘Oh, God,. search me,’ said Da- 
vid. We need to know: our danger and 
our real standing. We may feel. safe, but 
be in great danger. It is a good thing 
to be able to gée our danger.’ ‘This we 
can’t do at all times. without Gad’s help. 
There are so many things that we need to 
be déliverea from. any ‘people are’ not 
yet saved from their sins. There are 
miserable, besetting sins. Look out for 
them. David fell into.sin. His prayer was 
very personal. We do not pray, ‘Search 
me, O Lord,’ as much as we ought. Da- 
vid prayed to be tried also. God tried 
Abraham and let the devil try Job. Ju- 
das is recorded in the Bible as giving the 
betrayal kiss to his Lord. His love for 
money was his weak spot and that was 
the cause of all his trouble. Some people 
would turn a somersault in hell to get 
a dollar. Peter was a sort of Methodist. 
He got into bad company and then gof 
into lots of trouble. Some church mem- 
bers get out into the world and forget 
that they belong to the church. They go 
to card parties, dances and to theaters 
and just anywhere the devil's crowd goes.

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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached an able ser- 
mon yesterday morning on the subject of 
“Loyalty to the Church.” His text was 
Psalm cii, 14: “For Thy servants take 
pleasure in her stones and favor the dust 
thereof.’’ 


Dr. Holderby said in substance: 


“The Psalmist is speaking of Zion and 
Zion was a type of the church of God. 

‘The church was in a low condition 
during the time of the Babylonish cap- 
tivity, to which time this plaintive Psalm 
may refer. The people of God took pleas- 
ure in Zion, even in her low and dilapt- 
dated condition. They took pleasure in 
her stories and favored her dust. 

“We see here the beautiful loyalty of 
God’s ancient people to the church. It 
is not so hard to be loyal to a cause 
where circumstances are favorable and 
where that cause is prosperous. But 
where adversity befalls any cause {ts 
once loyal votaries are apt to become di-s 
couraged. Thus it has been with the 
church in all ages. Persecuted and for- 
saken by its friends, but not destroyed, 
she has had der times of declension, her 
times of fierce persecution and many have 
forsaken her, many have been disloyal to 
her. But. God expects His people to take 
pleasure in the very stones and dust of 
Zion; to stand by her in adversity. It is 
no doubt true that God has permitted 
His church to be persecuted at times to 
try the faith and loyalty of His people. 

“The Hfe of the church is ata low ebb 
today. Spirituality seems to be on te de- 
cliné. Worldliness is rushing in upon-the 
church like a flood. The preaching of the 
gospel has lost much of its former power 
and the people of God have grown indif- 
ferent and careless. Of many of God's 
servants today it cannot be said that they 
take pleasure in the stones of Zion and 
that they favor the dust thereof. 

“Now its the time when the church ts 
in a condition of spiritual declension; 
when the people of God should take pleas- 
ure in her welfare. Now is the time when 
God's sérvants should be more loyal to 
the church. God demands this loyalty 
upon the part of His people. 

“The best thing in the world today is 
the church of God. Notwithstanding her 
imperfection and the declension in spirit- 
uality, the church is the salvation of the 
world. And notwithstand her faults and 
blemishes, Christ loves His church and 
s0 His people should love her. Should 
we not then be loyal to her? That which 
the church needs more than all else is 
loyalty upon the part of God’s servants. 

“Our first and highest duty, my breth- 
Ten, is to be loyal to Jesus Christ. Our 
next highest duty is to be loyal to the 
church. We cannot be loyal to Christ if 
we are not loyal to His church. We do 
not take pleasure in Christ if we take 
no pleasure in the church, 

‘The church is the bride of Christ. It 
is His blood-bought possession. Do you 
take pleasure in your church? Is it your 
greatest joy to see the prosperity of your 
church? Why is the church languishing 
today? The people of God take more 
pleasure in the world and in tne things 
of the world than in spiritual things. 

“The so-called Christians of this day 
take more pleasure in society than they 
do in the church. Many of them spend 
more money on wine and beer and whisky 
and theaters and horse shows than on 
the church. The coming horse show will! 
get more money out of some church 
members. than the church will get from 
them. Is not this loyalty with a ven- 
geance? God save the church! Many 
in the church love themselves, their fam- 
ilies and theaters and horse shows better 
than they do the church. I can get more 
money from church people for building a 
theater or a race track than I can to 
build a hospital or to support the gos- 
pel. This is disloyalty to the church. It 
is disloyalty to Christ. 

‘“T am not denouncing the horse show, 
but I am contending for more loyalty 
from the people of God to the church. It 
is a sin and a crime against God when 
those who profess to be Christians will 
go back upon their solemn vows and neg- 
lect the church by giving more money to 
support the works of the devil than they 
do for the cause of Christ and of His 
church. And this is just what many are 
doing. We cannot wonder at the spirit- 
ual leanness of the church and the moral 
depravity of our country. May God give 
us a Pentecostal revival of religion.” 
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At the morning service at the First 
Baptist church yesterday Rev. W. W. 
Landrum preached from the text, “As 
an eagle stirreth up her nest. fluttereth 
over her young, spreadeth abroad her 
wings, taketh them, beareth them on her 
wings, so the Lord did lead him and 
there was no strange God with him.” 
Deuteronomy xxx, 11-12. 

Dr. Landrum said in part: 

“God is here described as the mother 
bird. The eagle is a figure to show us 
the principle of God's action in the 
providential government of His people. 
As the instinct of the eagle in breaking 
up her nest is to arouse the native ener- 
gies of her young, so the purpose of 
God, in His disturbing or disciplinary 
providence, is. to awak@m our slumber- 
ing powers and sweetly force us along 
the way of progress and enlargement. 
Power to fly is in the eagle’s wings, but 
it is unknown till called into play. 
Hence, the nest must be destroyed and 
the use of their flying abilities forced 
into exercise. So power for larger and 
better things of life and service, char- 
acter and conduct inheres in God’s peo- 
ple, in you and me, in all of us. It is 
unemployed power. God sends a shock 
of change in our circumstances and 
thereby rouses us from repose to effort, 
activity and development. 

“Nests in which the slothful wish to 
abide are everywhere—political, educa- 
tional, social, religious nests, so cosy 
and comfortable. These nests are the 
nurseries of complacent conservatism. 
Their occupamts preach what has been 
called ‘that rascally virtue, prudence;’ 
they wish to ‘let well enough alone;’ 
they contend for the ‘status quo;’ 
they are traditionalists, the unprogress- 
ives, -the belated, the ‘mossbacks,’ the 
‘old-timers.’ In a universe where all is 
movement they plead for fixity, but it 
is the fixity of selfish indolence. God, 
quite antagonistic to this, is always 
breaking up our resting places that we 
may aspire toward something better, to- 
ward continual progress, toward the in- 
visible, the imperishable, the immorta}. 

“The utilverse, from molecule to mass, 
from the zenith to the nadir of the ce- 
lestial sphere is in a state of flux. Ciy- 
flization is on the march. All inventions 
are destructive that they may be con- 
@tructive; they stir up and scatter nests 
of outworn usefulness that men may 
build better. Every emigration, from 
that of Isreal to that of the Pilgrim 
fathers, had behind it a divine impuise.

A number of those present expected 
Mr. Bahler to take up a collection at 
the close of the service, but in this they 
were disappointed, for he toid them that 
though a biind man, he never begged 
and never intended to do so. He stated 
that the income which he derived from 
the sale of his autobiography was suf- 
fictent for the support of himself, his 
wife and eleven orphans at his home in 
Keene, Tex. 

Rev. Mr. Bahler showed himself to be 
the possessor of a wofiderful memory, as 
he repeated without effort and without 
reference all the twenty-five or thirty 
passages, zgiving the chapter and number 
of the verse which he quoted in his dis- 
course yesterday.

NEW CENTRAL BAPTIST. 


HE first service: by the Central Bap- 
T tist church in its new home—the 

former Jewish ’ synagogue, corner 
Forsyth and Gapmett streets—was held 
yesterday morning. 

Large congregations attended both the 
morning and evening, services. Excellent 
musical programmes were rendered by 
the choir on both @¢easion, and the pas- 
tor, Rev. J. R. Gunn, preached a specially 
appropriate sermon during the morning. 

The members of the Sunday school met 
at the old \church;. corner Walker and 
Stonewall streets, at 9 o’clock in the 
morning, and marched to the new caurch, 
where the usual exercises took place. 

The board of deacons of the church will 
meet tonight for the purpose of planning 
new improvements and to afrange for the 
dedication service, which will be held in 
a short time. 


Dr. Gunn’s Sermon. 

During the morning service Dr. Gunn 
preached on the subject, ‘‘Gospel of Cal- 
vary,” his, text being, ‘Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified.’’ I Corinthians, vii, 24. 

In part he spoke as follows: 

“We were told .that it would be im- 
posible to make the move from the old 
church to this place, and although we 
have had many difficulties to contend 
with, We have gone forward and at last 
perfected what is believed to be the 
grandest move ever made by any church 
in the city. g. 

“And now as we are assembled here 
today for the first time, let us erect in 
this building the cross of Christ and 
make it the rallying point for a mighty 
forward movement in the conquest of this 
city. Here where people have formerly 
assembled to receive Jehovah's mandate 
from Mount Sinai, we will comé’ to hear 
the sweet messages of a Father’s love 
from Golgotha’s hil. As this building has 
been in the past a center for the gospel 
of Sinai we will make it a center for 
the gospel of Calvary. 

“Forgetting our differences, forgetting 
our misunderstandings, forgetting the 
things of thy past, and with the insptra- 
tion of the gospel of love, let us ‘press 


he 


forward toward the mark of the high 
calling in Christ Jesus.’ History tells us 
that when an Athenian orator wished to 
arouse the enthusiasm of his fellow citi- 
zens for :®y crisis they might be fac- 
ing, he would stand up and shout ‘Mara- 
thon!’ and it seems to me that the shout 
of ‘Calvary!’ ought to stir us as Chris- 
tians with enthusiasth. We are passing 
through a great crisis. Our cause de- 
mands enthusiasm. Enthusiasm  over- 
comes impossibilities. We have some 
seeming impossibilities before us which 
we must overcome or they will over- 
come us. 

“In coming into this new field we have 
not come here to be at ease in Zion. This 
move brings us face to face with new 
difficulties and increased opposition from 
the devil. It brings us face to face 
with new people; it increases our re- 
sponsibility a hundred fold; it ranks us 
with the leading churches of the city. 

“I want to call your attention to some 
things we-need to know and to keep in 
mind. First, we are not losing the ter- 
ritory we have occupied. Within less 
than a year a viaduct will be built across 
Peters street and the people on the other 
side of tHe railroad in the vicinity of 
the oki church can easily reach this place. 
Besides, this wil be the most conve- 


nient place of worship in a large terri-* 


tory now unoccupied by a Baptist church. 
Perhaps more improvements are being 
made in this part of the city than in 
any other. We are soon to have a new 
freight depot near us and it is likeiy 
that the passenger depot will be built 
somewhere out this way. The streets are 
being paved with asphalt and.new resi- 
dences are rapidly going up in this sec- 
tion, 

“Here we are in easy access to the 
hotels and boarding houses. Above all, 
we are practically in the center of a 
prosperous and growing city, which puts 
us in position to do a mighty -work for 
God. ; 

“Let us keep these things in mind, and 
with all these possibilities before us liet 
us rally to the gospel of Calvary and go 
forward in the conquest of righteous- 
ness until the blood-stained banner of 
the cross of Christ flodts in triumph over 
every stronghold of the enemy!”’

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destructive are the necessary prepara- 
tion for beneficent reconstruction. All 
disturbances and dislodgments in social 
or religious experience, which God's 
providence effects, are but fresh invita- 
tions to broader opportunities of use- 
fulness and happiness.

If we always get our 
own way we are apt to grow willful, re- 
bellious, proud, self-deifying. Quiet 
trust in God and unswerving obedience 
and submission to His will can be 
learned by most of us only through long 
discipline and much thwarting of our 
own will. 

‘Shall our religious course be away 
from the nests of selfish ease; shall it 
be the beast life or the bird life; shall It 
wallow or soar; shall it creep or fly in 
the limitless air heavenward and God- 
ward? Remember the mother eagle. 
Yonder, high above the crest of the 
mountain, she is cleaving the clouds and 
facing the sun with her Ifttle ones hud- 
dled on her back.

His ministry, his associations, were neith- 
er with the rich or the poor exclusively. 
He is to be quoted for nefther against 
the other. This dves not mean that He 
was neutral and colorless, but that He 
vas rigiteous, and that to bring all men 
to righteousr.ess was His mission.

force. 

A meeting of officials of the two roads 
was held in this city yesterday, at which 
the matter was fully discussed. It is un- 
derstood that the proposition of the 
Brunswick and Birmingham was to pay 
a handsome rental for the shops, a large 
part of which will be paid for in work 
for the Atiantic Coast Line. 

It is also urderstood that the Brunswick 
and Birrirgham management will en- 
lerge the vsefulness of the shops, and 
will enter the car-bullding industry. The 
present lorge demand for rolling stock 
makes this a very profitable business. 
The Brunsvick ar.d Birmingham people 
hope to turn out 500 cars per year. 

The meeting at which this matter was 
discussed was attended by General Su- 
perintendert W. B. Denham and District 
Superintandent W. H. Wright, of the At- 
lantic Cosst Lire, and by General Man- 
ager J. A. McDuffie and General Superin- 
tendent UL.

Agent L. L. McClesky, of the Southern, 
at wh.ch the question of switching 
charges at this point was the main ‘topic. 
It is understood that a scale of charges 
acceptable to ali parties was arranged.
